C hriſts certain and ſudden 
the fleſhy which would certainly exclude them the king- 
dome of Heaven, Gal. 5,19, 20, 21. That n0 un« 
righteous Perſon, nor unclean Perſon, nor Drunkard, 
nor covetous Perſon , nor Reviler, nor Extortionar, 
could be ſaved, without Repentance and Santtification :

ſpel ; then theic Sermons, now forgorren, will be 
remembred, and be ſo many evidences againſt 
them; O chat our People would remember them 
now!O chat they would now confider,and believe, 
and turn, and lives and avoidthe accuſatiogs and 
wicneſs, which otherwiſe we muſt be forced to give 
in then againſt chem. |

Dor 2 truth wricten in the book of nacure,tt is nor 
to be found in the writings of the Philoſophers, 
and thoſe who have had the higheſt ſpeculations of 
nacural cauſes,and efteRs,and produgts ; this is a 
myſterie which che world by wiſdom could never 
finde our ; it is a ſecret which hath been hid in 
God, and1s revealed by his Spirit in his Word: 
this coming of Chriſt was forerold by Enoch, Jude 
14.15. ind Enuh alſo the ſeventh from Adam 
propheſied, Behold the Lord cometh with ten thou» 
ſand of his Saints, to execute judgement upon all, 
&c. So that ir is of ancient revelation, The firſt 
coming of Chriſt was foretold ro Adamy in the 
promiſe, that the ſeed of rhe woman ſhould 
break the Serpents head ; and rhe ſecond coming 
of Chriſt was forerold ro Enich. Ir is foretold 
by the Angels, Afts 1.10, 11, WhilR the Diſci- 
ples looked ſtedfaflly upon our Saviour in his 
Aſcenſion, two Angels ſay unto them , Ye men 
of Galilee , why ſtand -1e gazing up into Heaven ? 
this ſame Jeſus nhich ts taken up from you into Fea 
ven , ſhall ſn comes down in like manner as ye have 
feen him go into Heaven ; however Devils are.

I, The Scriptures bear the name of the Word of 
God. 2 Tim. 3.16. eAll Scripture ts given by di- 
vine inſpiration. We cannoc rationally imagine 
that the all-ſeeing and jealous God ſhould permir 
ſuch an impious forgery and deceit to receive cre- 
dic for ſo many generacions,amongR the moſt zea- 
lous worſhipers of him in the World ; and by ſich 
wonderful providences preſerve and meincain the 
Scriptures again the rage and fury of an ungodly 
World, who have oppoſed the cruchs therein con- 
rained, and endeavoured rhe ſupprefſirg of the 
Light, which cherein hath ſhined, if ſo be thar 
they had been a forgery and deceic indeed,and the 
fancies and inventions of Men, fathered upon him 
as his Word, and will, and proceeding from the in- 
ſpiracions of his ſpirit 5 bur rhat- he would have 
made known their falſhood unto ſome, at leaft,who 
had the greateſt love and reſpeR to his name and 


honour, and have been che moſt diligent enqui- | 


rers after truth, and unwilling to be impoſed up- 
on with deceits, eſpecially in ſuch things as are of 
the higheſt concernment ; which che Lord having 
oven no teltimony againſt, bur all along owned ; 
and when none in the World, either worſhippers 
of him, of orhers of higheſt prerenſions to reaſon 
have any evident and ſwaying reaſon to believe 
that the Scriptures are a deceit ; (whatever ſome 
black mcuths murcer in corners) it 1s not irrational 
for us to believe, that the Scripcures are indeed the 


Word 
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Word of God, which they bear the Title of, 

2, Moreover and eſpecially, the Scriptures ap- 
pear to be from divine inſpiration, inſomuch as 
| they bear ſuch evident marks and charatlers of divie 
nity beyond all other Books. 

1. The firſt charatter of Divinity in the Scriptures, 
is the clear diſcoveries and high praiſes, which they 
give of God, and the chief deſign of the hole Book, 


which ts Gods glory. No Heathen Philoſopher or _ 


Writer could think, or ſpeak ſo highly of God, as 
the Scriptures do ſpeak, However God hath put 
charaCters of himſelf in the Book of the Crea- 
eures to be read of all, making known by his 
Works his eternal Beeing , hi$ infinice Powers 
'Wiſdome and Goodneſs ; yer/molt of the wiſeft 


Men, who have lived in the Heathen World, and 


have been the greateſt Students of the Book of 


the Creatures, and have bad no view of the Book 
of the Scriptures, have been ſo groſs in their con« 
ceptions of God, that as the Apoſtle ſaith, Row, 
I, 22, 23. #hen they profeſſed themſelves to be wiſe, 
they became fools z and changed the Glory of the incor- 
ruptible God, into an Image made like to corruptible 
IMan, and to Birds, and four-footed Beaſts, and 
s creeping things ; They have figured to themſelves 
2 and worſhipped many Gods, unto the diſhonour 
of che true God : And if ſome of them have ar- 
rived by the light of nature, unto che notion of one 
God; yer their conceptions of him have been low, 
mean, and unworthy of him : and in no Book in 
the World is God ſec forth ſo fully and highlyin 
his glorious attributes, and ſuperlative excellen- 
cies, as he hath ſer forch himfelf in che Book of 
the Scriptures. We may finde in heathen Wri- 
ters high Elogium's and Panegyricks of ſome _ 
an 
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_ writings ſhall we finde che praiſes of the rrue 


- nizing cheir Fawpe,which is an evidence that them- 
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and Women, fartious in their time,for cheir valour, 
and ſome moral vetrues, whom they have detfied 
in after ages, and given room among their feign- 
ed Gods and Goddeſles, dedicating Temples,and 
oiving worlhip unco them : bur in no Heathen 


God, and rules given for che ſervice, and wor- 
ſhip of him alone, as we ſhall finde in the Scrip- 
cures; Large Volumes ſome Heathens have lefr 
behinde them, the defign of which hath been cheit 
owneglory, and(as much as in thetii lay) the eter- 


ſelves were Auchors of chem ; becauſe we cannor 
rationally think thar any motive ſhould induce 0- 
thers to make, and pur forth Books in their names, 
that chey might obrain glory for chem unto whom 
ic did not belong: ſo this little volume of the Scri- 
prures, defigning the glory of God, and the pro- 
moring, of his Incereſt in the hearts of Men, and 
the Pen-men employed in the writing thereof, nor 
in the feaſt precending, chat- whar they wrote, was 
the invention of their own brain, doth evidence 
God. himſelf co. be the Author of this Book. 
Wherefore the Scriptures being ſo clearin their 
diſcovertes of che one ttue God, and ſerting him 
forrh more gloriouſly than any other Book, and aſ- 
cribing all praiſe and honour co him, and appoint- 
Ing all religious worſhip to be given to him only, 
and defigning his glory throughout the whole, 
doth evince thar che Scriptures are indeed the | 
Word of God. 
2, The ſecond Charatter of Divinity in the Scri« 
pture 15, the ſublime myſteries therein revealed ; name«| 
ly concerning che Trinity of Perſons in one nacure | 
and eſlence of God ;. che hypoſtatical union of the 
two 
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ro natures of God and Man in 'one perſon of 
Chriſt ; *che. myſtical union of Chriſt and higmem- 
bers, and the like 3 which myſteries are "6 ſub« 
lime, ſo high, chat no mortal. Man of che higheff 
reaſon,” and molt elevared underſtanding could 
poſſibly invent, 18 as much as nov they are re* 
vealed, they exceed the capacity of the moſt en- 
l:9hrned' ro.underftand: eſpecially if we furches 
conſider by whom theſe myfteries'were revealed ; 
not by che grear Schollars, and ſubtle Philoſophers 
of che World ; nor by them who were Erought up 
in Schools, and had converſed wich Books and 
learned Men ; not by Men of high 'pares, whs 
had poliſhed their reaſon, and heightned cheir un- 
derſtandings by all poſſible humane helps; but the 
moſt of the Pen-men of the Scripture, eſpecially 
thoſe by whom the greateſt myſeries are revealed, 
were Fiſher-men,' Publicans, and the'like ; Men 
of mean education, illiterate Men ; Men of no 
reading, and of bur mean natural abilitſes ; as ap- 
pe ares not only bythe hiſtory , bur alſo by the tile 
of their writings ; which hath not char politeneſs 
a$ 1s to be found in many humarie Authors ; which 
doth nor run in ſuch a golden ſtream of eloquence, 
neither is dreſſed with ſuch nearneſſes of wit, nor 
»arniſhed wich ſuch flowers of Rhecorick ; which 
1s not methodized by rhe rules of Logick, nor en- 
rerlarded with any peepings of humane wiſdome 
which doth nor ſavour of high parts, and great na- 


Z cural ingenuity, or give the leaft ſuſpicion of cun- 
8 ning and ſabtilty, which theſe Men had above os 


chers; Bur ſome of che higheſt mylieries of divi- 


| nicy are. ſer forth.by cheſe Pen meh in a paſſing- 
{ mean and home-ſpun dreſs, yea they afe left even 


naked and bare of ſuch apparel, as the ingenuous 
- ' Men 
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(Chriſts certain and ſudden 


Men of the World have cloathed their mater 
withall, which hath given the light of che moſt 
olorious truths and myſteries more evident diſco- 
very;not but that ſome parts of che Scriptures have 
ſuch a firain of divine eloquence, as doth exceed 
humane writings ; but che plainneſs of the file, 
eſpecially of che Apoſtle Joh» in his Goſpel, and 
CHMathew, &c. Doth evince that what they deli- 
vered was not their own invention, but that they 
were acted by another ſpiric in the writing of 
them, even by the ſpirit of God, whodid reveal 


'all che myſteries, which chey ſpeak of in whole, 


unto them. | 
3. A third Charatter of Divinity in the Scriptures 


is the wiſdome which there doth appear, eſpecially the 


wonderful contrivement of God's wiſdome in Mans re- 
demption and ſalvation by Jeſus Chriſt, which s there 
ade known; No Book in the World doth ſhine 
With ſuch beames of wiſdome, as the Word dcrth ; 
it doth teach Men wiſdome, ſpiritual and divine 
wiſdome, in compariſon with which all the wiſe 
dome of the World is bur fooliſhneſs ; Ir doth ir. 
radiate cherminde with the moſt glorious light, and 
propoſeth ro the underſtanding che moſt noble ob- 
jeas; it diſcovers the greateſt cruths of the great- 
eſt concernment ; ic ſheweth the way ro avoid the 
moſt dreadful effe&s which ſin will produce, and 
to obrain the higheſt happineſs which humane na- 
cure is capable of ; which is cne part of its divine 
ſtamp, Moreover the Scriptures do ſer forth the 
infinice wi(dome of God, in the wonderful con- 


rcivement cf the ſalvation of fallen Man by his| 
only Son the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the only Saviour | 


of Man-kind, which wiſdome being ſo tranſcen- 


of 
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of in Mans ſalvation, and the diſcovery therzof in 
the. Scriptures to be from himſelf : ſo that as by 
che light of che Word we may know what this 
wiſdome was, even ſo by this wiſdome we may 
know the Word to be the Word of God, 

To cleat this Argument, I ſhall ſhow, ft. That 
the way of Mansſaſvarion by Jeſus Chriſt, which 
the Scriptures reveal, mult needs be the con- 
trivement of Gods wiſdome, 2. That the reve- 
lation. of this contrivemenc muſt needs be from 
God, which I ſuppoſe will be an evident demon- 
ration of the Divine Authoricy of che Sctt= 
prures. | 

I. That the way of Mans Salvation by Teſs Chriſt 
w4s the contrivement of Gods wiſdome, will appear 
becauſe it was impoſſible for any Man of the moſt 
ſearching brain, and moſt notable invention to 
have imagined ic. Man being guilcy of fin againft 
the Law of God, inſcribed upon the hearrs of all _ 
Men, which nacural Conſcience will accuſe of, if 
finners liſten thereunto ; and Gods Juſtice being 
engaged to infli& a puniſhtnent proportionable un- 
ro the crime wichour a ſacisfaRtion, which right 
reaſon will ſay is but reaſonable ; and this juſtice of 
God being infinite; muſt in reaſon require an in- 
finice ſatisfation ; Now what created underſiands 
Ing could of ic ſelf have contrived or conceived 4 
Way how this ſhould be done ? Every thing thac 
hath a being, is either God or a Creature ; all 
the Creatures are finite in their Beeings and aQi- 
ons, and therefore could not make an infinire ſa- - 
risfa&ion ;z It is God only whois infinite, and he 
being the parcy off:nded conld not make ſarisfa- 
Con to his own juſtice, efpectally fince his juſtice 
requires puniſhment for ſatisfation, which God 
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| as God, being impaiſible, is uncapable of ; not 
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mane nature might not only be ftrengthned co un- 


Chriſt's certain. and ſudden 


to ſay any thing chat the ſame nature which did 
commir {in ſbould in jaſtice ſuffer the puniſhment; 
would not reaſon now conclude, chart ic were im» 
poſſible for chis ſatisfa&ion, to -be made ? Surely 
It was none bur the wiſdome of God that could 
contrive the way of ſatisfaRion to his juſtice, by 
the incarnation of his Son, by the union of the 
divine nature in the ſecond Perſon of the Trinity, 
unto the humane nature in the Perſon of Chriſty 
that ſo by vercue of the hypoſtatical union, the hu» 


dereo the wrath of God, which was due for the 
fins of Men, inthe ſafferings which he endured be- 
fore, and upon the Croſs ;z bur alſo that through 
the communication of attribures, che ſufferings of 
Chriſt might be of infivice value , becauſe the 
ſufferings of ſuch a Perſon as was God, as well as 
Man, that ſo they might be a full ſatisfaRion unto 
Gods juſtice for fin; and chrough Gods Covenanc 
with him, and gracious acceptation of this ſatisfa- 
ion from the ſurety, inftead of the, offenders 
themſelves, the fins of Men might be pardoned, 
and their ſouls ſaved, O the deprh of the Wiſdome 
of God ! here is the wiſdome of God in a myſtery / 
ſurely chey are blinded and hoodwinked by the De- 
vil, who do not acknowledge thar this was the 
contrivement, of Gods wiſdome. 

2. That the Revelation of thes contrivement of wiſ- 
dome,was from God : will appear in that none could 
know the minde of the Lord herein, unleſs he 
himſel! had diſcovered it; #hat an, ſaith the 
Apoſtle. knoxeth the things of Man, but the ſpirit 
(f EAT 1 nhich ts in him, even ſo the things of God 
inoserh no Man Um the ſpirit of God, 1 Cor.2. 11. 
And 
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And the ſpirit of God ſearcheth all things, even the 
deep things- of God; and unleſs the ſpiric had re- 
vealed theſe things, we mnt have remained in our 
12norance of them, fince ir could not have enter- 
ed into our hearts to have conceived thems ſeeing 
then none could have diſcovered rhe deep con- 
trivements of Gods wiſdome, unleſs God by his 
ſpirit had revealed. them, and ſecing theſe con- 
trivements are revealed in no other Book) but che 
Book of the Scriptures, 1r-1s evident chat the Scri- 
prures muſt needs be'the Word of God * which 
alſo will further appear, if we conſider the man« 
ner of rhe Revelation of the myſtery of Mans re- 
demption and ſalvation by Jeſus Chriſt, char ic 
was revealed by pieces, and more obſcurely at 
firſt ; and that divers Men were made uſe of in 
the diſcovery thereof in divers ages, who ſpake 
hereof moſtly in dark ſayings ; and where they 
ſpake moſt clearly, yet themſelves had nor a clear 
nnderſtanding of what they were moved to ſpeak 
by che Holy Ghoſt ; bur ſearched whar, and whar 
manner of time the Holy Ghoſt which was in chem 
did ſignify, when it reſtified of the ſufferings of 
Chriſt, and the deſign of them ; whence it 1s 
evident that they were not, neicher could be the 
Contrivers of whar they revealed, bur thar the 


Revelation was from the {pirtt of Gody which did - 


inſpire the Prophets, and was the ſame in all the 
Pen-men of the holy Scriptures, whom Men of 
inhghe in the Scriptures may plainly perceive to 
be guided and aCted by rhe ſame (piric in their Re» 
velation of the contrivement and way of Mans 

ſalvation by Jeſus Chrift, 
4:4 Fourth Charatter of Divinity in the Scriptures 
z the Purity and Holineſs of them ; the Sciipuures,

holineſs, as in the Scriptures are enjoyned 2 In- 
deed, the lighr of nature hath been improved by . 


ſome Heathens ſo far, that they have given ex- 
cellent rules for the reſtraining of vice, - and ob» 
caining of moral vertues, and the ordering theix 
converſations in ſuch a vercuous way, that thoſe 
pow » Who have obſerved theſe rules, have 

eerf illuſtrious in their generations, and have 
ſhined with ſome kinde of brightnels in che dark 
places where they have lived ; bur in no book 
thatever iſſued from the brain of man , ſhall we 


finde ſuch exa% rules for holy living, as in the 


Book of the Scriptures: In this Book we finde the 
moral Eaw ſummarily comprehended in the Ten 


 Commandements, which was written by God 


himſclf on the Tables of Stone, when Loſes was 


wich him in the Mount; in which there are ſuch 


holy precepts. as no Heathen author can ſhow 
the like : the Heachens were blinde, as to the du- 
Lies of the firſt Table of the Law , which have a 
reference.unto God , and in obſervance of which, 
mans holineſs doth chiefly contiſt; in the ſecond 
Table duries they had ſome underſtandigg , yer 
they were much miſtaken in ſome things , ac- 
counting ſome fins,as ambition, ſelf-murder in 
ſome caſes, and the like, ro be vertues; and 
rhey had nor ſo deep an infighr into fin, they did 
not apprehend che inclination of the hearr, and

0 be (inful and offenſive in the eyes of a pure and 
oly God, 

Moreover, in the Scriptures we finde che holy 
recepes of the Goſpel , whichthe Heathens were

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For the ſabduing and morcifying of fin: where 


means are made known , not only for che re- 
raining of a vicious nature, but alſo for che 
hanging of it , for the regenerating of che ſoul 
ff man, and' forming it after the Image of 
he holy God , in knowledge , righteouſneſs, 
nd crue holineſs, che making men partakers of 
he divine nature , which Heathens never un- 
lerflood the meaning of : the Scriptures ſhow 
he way of obtaining the ſanRifying graces of 
ods Spirit, which do further exceed the mo- 


Hill vertues of the Heathen in luſtre , than rhe 


un doth exceed the leſſer Stars in brightneſs and 
lory.. 

Marvellous is the purity and holineſs of the 
ord , ſuch as doth not ſavour of any thing rer- 
neand humane; yea, it is ſuch as 1s dire&ly 
ppoſite to the natural biaſs of the hearts of all 
en and women in che world , whilſt chey are 
a flare of nature ; ſuch as doth contradi& car- 
al affeRions, and againſt which the carnal mind 
ach a natufal enmity ; and unto which all ſuch 
nd none but ſuch have a liking and love, as are 
egenerared by che Spiric of God ; whence it 
rongly follows, thar che Scriptures could not 
roceed from men, but char rhis holy Book did 
roceed from the immediate inſpiration of the

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.' 2, It will appear that the Scriptures are the word 
of God from the marvelluu poner and efficacy of them 
Such a power-.and ſpirit hath and doth accon 


pany the preachin2 of the Goſpel , which in the 
Scriptures 1s contained , as doth evidence ther 
to be from God alone : we read 1 Per.1, 12. of 
thenz which preached the Goſpel..with che hol 
Ghoſt ſent down from Heaven, This hath been 
thisis unto this day. 


I. The wonderful power of the Goſpel in the fi 


preaching of 1t,doth evince that it was from God} 
when ſo great a part of the world was in ſo (hor: 
atime ſubdued unco.the obzdience thereof ; whe:: 
rhe Goſpel prevailed nor only amongſt many 
the Jews after Chriſts aſcenſion, and the effus 
ſion of the holy Ghoſt more largely upon the A4 
poſtles, ſothar three thouſand people were con} 


verted to the faith by one Sermon of the Apofil 
Peter, Atls 2,4%- and five thouſand mote, AC, 4 
4- bur eſpecially, in rhat it prevailed among 
che Gentiles and Hearhens, and ſo many Chur 
ches of Chriſt were planted and brought, not bj 
carnal weapons bue by Spiritual ,. co the. ſul 
je&tion and obedience of che Lord Jeſus. Thi 
power will appear to have been from God, if we 

conſider, | 
it. Hot fer men were employed in rhe firl 
preaching thereof; there were nor many-whici 
we read of, bfides Paul and 3arnabas who prea 
ched unto the Gentiles 2t the firſt. If there ha 
.heen multitudes of witnefles, it might have gi 
| vet 
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ven the mare -credit to the DoArine ,- when the 
reftimony of a few is not eaſily believed and re» 
ceived. | L093 £249.

2+ Thar theſe men were bur of little eftcerms 
in the world; that they were: Jews whom. the 
Genciles had an antipathy againſt; and ſo were 
not ſo ready to believe their report , and enter- 
rain their meſſage ; that rheir perſons were con- 
remptible in their eyes; that they werelike cruci- 
fied perſons to the world,and therefore unlikely co 
finde acceptation. | 

3. That whatever humane Learning and Wiſe 


dom any of them were endowed wichall , yer 


they.did nt make ule of it in their preaching, they 
did'not come with excellency of ſpeech and wiſ-

dom jn declaring the teftimony of God , bur.uſed _ 


all plainneſs, which was not likelyinir ſelf to pro- 
duce ſuch great effes. 

4, That the dotine which they preached was, 

i. New to the world , and cended direaly to 
pull down the old religion, and ſuperſticious wor- 
ſhip of che hearheniſh gods, which chey had been 
brought up in, and wedded unto, which could 
not. be done by any humane power. 

3. Strange, they preached ſuch things as were 
2bove reaſon, and therefore the world might have 
had much ſhow and pretence of reaſon, co have 
excuſed themſelves from yielding obedience there- 
Unto. 

3. Strift, ſevere, and contrary unto na- 
cural inclination 2nd intereſt , rhey taught the 
world ro deny themſelves,to crucifie the fleſh, ro 
mortifie the. deeds of the body, to cake up the 
croſs, to mourn and weep for fin, to endure 
hardſhip, to forſake father,and mother , and ye 
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2nd children, and houſes, and lands, if chey ſtood 
in competicion with Jeſus Chriſt ; co venture im- 
priſonments, yea to lay down their life for Chriſt, 
as many of neceſſity muſt and did do, that would 
be Chriſtians indeed in thoſe dates; and when 
the Doarine of the Goſpel was ſuch, ſurely irc 
was not likely of it felf co receive entertain= 
ment, unleſs the power of God had accompani- 
ed it.” - 

5. The power of the Goſpel in the firſt prea- 
ching appears, in that it met with ſo much op- 
poſition 3 the Devil Alirred up inſtruments againſt 
it, the pozers of the Earth were againſtir, as well 
as the poxers of Hell \' great men did oppoſe it, 
Philoſophers were againſt ir > Learned men did op= 
poſe ic ; the Jens were againſt ic, and raiſed up 
perſecution againſt the Apoſtles, and the hearts 
cf all men nacurally were againſt it ; and when F 
there was ſuch an oppoſition againſt Ir, ſurely ir 
was none bur the power of God which could 
cauſe it to prevaile and conquer,and cauſe ſo ma» 
ny Nations to bow and yield obedience hereunto. 

2. The wonderful power and efficacy of the word, 
zhere it is preached unto thus day , is a ftrong argu- 
ment that it is the Word of God. 

T. The power of the Word to ſearch the heart, i 
and convince of fin. Heb.4.,13. The Word of God ss 
quick and powerful , and ſharper than any two-edged 
Sword, piercing even to the dividing aſunder of the 
ſoul and ſpirit, and is a diſcerner of the. thoughts 
and intents of the heart ; there is a light in the 
Word , which diſcoverech the dark filthy cor- 
ners of the heare, and convinceth of ſecrer fins ; 
and there is a ſharp edge in the word to cut 
and wound 3 no word in the world A 
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nd pierceth , like- the word in the Scriptures, 
2. And eſpecially the power of the Word dorh 


zppear in the wotk of converſion 4nd regeneration, 


hich it effeReth ; it is called the incorraptible 


ed, by which men are born again.

Jam.1, 


8, there is a grear power goeth along with it,

rear diſpleaſure by them3z' yer they are jovial 
nd ſecure ; «they did nor think in che midſt of 
heir peace, that ſudden deſtruQgion_ was ſo near; 
{br1ham with his ſervants had not long before 
{elivered rhem out of the hand of Chedor/aomer, 
acainft whom chey had rebelled) and 4mraphel, 
nd rhe other Kings which had- conquered them, 
nd ſackr the place ; they did nor think of a more 
rionsenetny , who was arming himſelf againſt 
hem ,'even the King of Heaven, againft whom 
hey had worſe rebelled, and out of whoſe hands
